MIAMI, Fla. (AP>— An armed 
force based in the Florida Keys 
plotted to seize two large is- 
lands off the coast of Haiti as 
a springboard to invading that 
country, ’ a federal court jury 
was told Tuesday. • - - . 

Seizure of the islands of Tor- 
tue and Gonave was among al-j 
ternatives in the alleged battle 
plan of a force led by six de- 
fendants charged with planning 
a military expedition against 
Haiti and of exporting arms, 
the jury was told. 

Another alternative, the pros- 
ecution said, was to set up a 
base in Honduras for the pro- 
jected Haiti invasion through 
the help of Antonio Imbert 
Barreras, identified as a Dom- 
inican Republic general. 

Among the defendants were 
Rolando Masferrgr, a powerful 
figure irT^Cuba before Fidel 
Castro’s revolution, the Rev. 
Jean Baptiste George, a Hai- 
tian Roman Catholic priest, iand 
Martin Casey of Miami. They 
were among 73 battle-clad men 
arrested. last Jan. 2 in the Flori- 
da Keys.
